The  1923  rice  production  in  Is-  countries  including  India,  which 
produced  about  52  per  cent  of  the  total  world  prediction  (exclusive  of 
China)  in  1922  is  now  estimated  at  ICS , 581 , 322 , 300  pounds  cf  cleaned 
rice  compared  with  118,321,832,000  pounds  the  preceding  year.  Produc- 
tion for  all  countries  reporting  in  1922  amounted  to  128,203,551.030- 

India's  crop  of  63, 376, U09, 000  pounds  is  a  decrease  of  15  per 
cent  from  the  crop  of  1922  and  1.2  per  cent  from  the  average  production 
for  the  five  years  1909-13-     It  appears  from  a  survey  of  India's  pro- 
duction and  exports  that  notwithstanding  a  reduction  of  11,000,000  pounds 
in  the  1923  crop,  India  will  probably  export  some  rice  this  year. 

The  Chinese  rice  crop  for  1923  is  estimated  by  a  prominent  agri- 
culturist in  that  country  at  50,056,000,000  pounds.     This  is  about  30 
per  cent  larger  than  the  crop  for-  1922  and  may  reduce  the  imports  of 
rice  from  Indo-China,  Siam  and  Burma. 

The  fear  that  fire  in  Tokio  and  Yokohama  had  destroyed  large 
stocks  of  rice  lying  in  the  warehouses  has  been  somewhat  exaggerated, 
the  loss  now  being  estimated  at  only  about  lo0, 000,000  pounds.  The 
Japanese  crop  is  to  be  18,302,5^7*000  pounds  of  cleaned  rice,  this  is 
a  decrease  of  K  per  cent  compared  with  ]522,  but  an  increase  of  lb  per 
cent  over  the  average  for  the  five  years  1909-13- 

Cochin-China  is  estimated  to  have  produced  2 ,91b, 370,000  pounds 
of  cleaned  rice  in  1923  compared  to  2,974,889,000  pounds  in  1922.  The 
estimated  surplus  available  for  export  from  Saigcn  for  the  coming  season 
is  2,700,000,000  pounds  which  is  approximately  the  same  as  that  for  1923. 
Of  last  year's  crop,  only  about  112,000,000  pounds  remain  to  be  exported 
and  dealers  are  holding  this  in  the  hope  of  the  market  improving. 
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No  estimate  has  yet  "been  received  of  the  1923  production  in  Siam, 
the  other  great  rice  exporting  country.     The  area  planted  up  to  November 
lU,  I923  in  the  six  inner  provinces  and  Bisnuloke  where  the  rice  for  ex- 
port is  chiefly  grown  was  3 » 696,268  acres  as  compared  with  3,!477,59!4 
acres  at  the  same  date  last  year  and  3,539,3*43  acres  the  final  estimate 
for  the  same  territory  in  1922.     The  production  for  these  provinces  in 
1922  was  estimated  at  3 ,286,151, 000  pounds.    This  constitutes  about  50  per 
cent  of  the  total  rice  produced  in  Siam,  the  remainder  being  used  for 
local  consumption. 

WHEAT. 


In  India  the  prospects  for  wheat  are  good  in  most  parts  of  the 
United  Provinces  and  for  the  other  portion  the  condition  is  normal.  The 
condition  in  Central  Provinces  and  Punjab  is  above  average.    The  area 
this  season  is  estimated  at  3Q,2QJi,QOQ  acres. 

POLISH  GRAIN  EXPORT  PERMITS. 

Additional  export  permits  to  the  extent  of  UOO.OOC  tons  of  grain 
have  "been  authorized  by  the  Polish  council  of  Ministers  says  Consul  35.  B. 
Heath  at  Warsaw,  reporting  on  January  17.    A  special  stock  company  has  been 
organized  for  handling  this  grain  and  their  permit  expires  July  1.  Consul 
Heath  expresses  some  doubt  as  to  the  ability  of  the  Poles  to  export  this 
quantity  before  July  1. 

WHEAT  AND  WHEAT  FLOUR  SITUATION  IN  GREECE. 


Stocks  of  wheat  in  Greece  and  shipments  afloat  to  that  country  on 
January  23  were  estimated  at  U,U00,000  bushels  says  the  American  Consul 
General,  W.  L.  Lowrie  at  Athens.    About  3,700,000  bushels,  he  said,  ^ould 
have  to  be  imported  to  meet  requirements  until  the  end  of  June  when  the 
new  domestic  crop  becomes  available.     Greece  consumes  roughly  25,700,000 
bushels  of  wheat  annually,  half  of  which  is  normally  produced  within  the 
country.    About  two- thirds  of  the  remainder  was  previously  imported  from 
Canada  and  the  United  States.     Towards  the  end  of  1923,  however,  Greece 
began  to  import  wheat  from  Russia.     Russian  wheat  is  generally  offered 
from  $1.50  to  $2.70  per  ton  below  Manitoba  and  its  quality  is  said  to  be 
good,  except  from  the  fact  that  it  contains  about  6  per  cent  admixture  of 
oats. 
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T/HEAT  AND  W  FIOUE  SITUATION  IN  GBEEGE , -CONT 1 D . 

Stocks  of  flour  are  high  on  account  of  the  heavy  imports  during 
1923.-    Estimates  place  these  stocks  at  55'^tOOO  bags  American  and  Canadian 
brands  of  patent  hard  wheat  flour.    First  clears  are  being  offered  at 
$6.20  to  6.30  per  200  lbs.  c.i.f.     Piraeus,  Soft  Australian  flour  was  of- 
fered at  $5-90  c.i.f.  per  220  lbs.    American  Durum,  patent  and  first 
clears,  were  selling  at  $5-50  an£  $5-00  respectively. 

(xSEMAN  BOYCOTT1  ON  MAEGAEINE . 


Reports  received  from. Mr.  E.  C.  Squire,  the  American  Agricultural 
Commissioner  at  Berlin  indicated  that  there  was  a.  consumers  strike  against 
Margarine  in  Berlin  during  the  first  part  of  February.     The  Margarine, 
said  Mr.  Squire,  had  been  of  poor  grade  so  consumers  refused  to  make  fur- 
ther purchases  until  manufacturers  improved  the  quality.     This  requires  a 
larger  percentage  of  animal  fats,  which  would  no  doubt  be  imported  from 
the  United  States. 

The  German  public  is  also  manifesting  a  preference  for  kettle  ren- 
dered lards  which  we  export  only  to  a  small  extent  since  it  is  much  more 
perishable  than  our  refined  lard.     German  consumers,  wherever  possible, 
rerender  our  lard  and  add  flavoring  materials.     This  process  is  too  ex- 
pensive at  the  present  time  particularly  since  kettle-rendered  lard  can  be 
imported  just  as  cheaply  from  neighboring  countries.     Imports  of  lard  from 
European  sources  have  therefore  increased  during  recent  months.    The  avail- 
able supply  in  these  countries,  however,  is  relatively  small. 

THE  COPS  SITUATION. 

The  size  of  the  corn  crop  of  the  United  States  is  the  most  important 
factor  in  determining  world  market  prices  for  corn.     The  production  of  corn 
in  the  United  States  is  more  than  three  times  as  large  as  the  production  in 
all  the  rest  of  the  world.     The  total  of  production  estimates  received  to 
date  for  1923  is  3.8J9  ,^4,000  bushels,  compared  with  3,502,593,000  bushels 
for  the  same  countries  in  1922.     Estimating  the  total  production  of  the 
countries  not  yet  reported,  the  probable  world  production  in  I923  is 
k, 202, 000, 000  bushels,  compared  with  3,972,000,000  bushels  last  year  and 
3,90^,060,000  bushels  for  the'  I309-I9I3  average. 

The  corn  of  the  United  States  competes  in  European  markets  with  corn 
from  Argentina,  Sussia  and  the  Balkan  countries,  and  with  other  feed  stuffs. 
The  most  important  competitor  since  the  war  has  been  Argentina  which  ex- 
ported in  the  three-year  period,  1920-1922,  71  per  cent  of  the  corn  pro- 
duced, amounting  on  an  average  to  132,000,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
116,000,000  bushels  from  the  United  States. 
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TEE  CORK  SITUATION, -CONT'D. 

In  the  past  year  only  a  small  amount  of  corn  has  been  exported  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  the  demand  in  this  country  has  been  so  strong  as  to 
raise  the  price  to  a  relatively  high  point.     In  the  period  I896  to  1912  we 
exported  large  but  decreasing  quantities  of  corn.     In  1913  re  imported  more 
than  we  exported  because  our  crop  was  relatively  short  and  the  prices  rela- 
tively high.     On  the  other  hand,  in  the  fiscal  year  1921-22,  with  prices  very 
low,  we  again  exported  a  large  quantity  of  corn,  nearly  180,000,000  bushels. 

The  increase  in  the  German  potato  crop  in  the  last  two  years  has  re- 
duced the  demand  in  Germany  for  corn  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  alcohol. 
The  recovery  of  European  production  of  6 this x  feed  crops  has  also  contributed 
toward  reducing  the  demand  for  corn  in  Northwestern  Europe. 

The  European  corn  exporting  region  is  confined  to  Bulgaria,  Rumania, 
Yugoslavia  and  Hungary.     Prior  to  the  war  Russia  was  an  important  corn  ex- 
porter and  recent  reports  indicate • that  some  Russian  corn  has  reappeared  in 
European  markets  since  the  war.     Figures  available  for  1922  indicate  that 
within  present  boundaries  of  Russia  the  acreage  and  production  of  corn  have 
been  almost  doubled.     If  production  in  Russia  is  maintained,  exports  from 
this  source  may  be  increased.     The  production  of  the  Balkan  countries  is  in- 
creasing since  the  war  and  the  exports  may  be  expected  to  increase. 

The  area  now  in  corn  in  Argentina  is  estimated  to  be  3,Vo5,OOC  acres 
compared  with  J, 851,000  acres  the  previous  year  when  153-000,000  bushels  of 
corn  were  produced.     The  weather  has  been  favorable  to  growth  so  far  and 
prospects  are  good  for  a  crop  in  excess  of  that  for  1921 ,  when  230,000,000 
bushels  were  produced.     This  crop  will  not  be  ready  for  harvest  for  nearly 
two  months  yet  and  considerable  change  can  take  place  in  that  time. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  export  business  in  Argentine  corn 
and  the  stocks  are  reduced  to  a  minimum.     The  supplies  for  export  and  home 
consumption  for  the  coming  year,    therefore,  will  have  to  come  from  the  crop 
which  mill  be  harvested  in  April  and  May. 

Argentine  corn  recently  has  commanded  higher  prices  than  American  corn 
in  European  markets.     The  chief  explanation  for  the  higher  prices  seems  to  be 
that  the  Argentine  corn  is  dried  before  being  shipped  so  that  the  water  con- 
tent when  it  arrives  on  European  markets  is  less  than  in  the  American  corn. 
The  fact  that  the  Argentine  corn  is  sold  quality  guaranteed  on  delivery, 
whereas  the  American  corn  is  sold  without  guarantee  as  to  condition  on  de- 
livery, also  contributes  to  the  higher  price.    A  comparison  of  prices  paid 
for  American  and  Argentine  corn  at  Liverpool  shows  that  in  the  season  when 
old  corn  is  being  shipped  from  the  United  States  and  new  corn  from  Argentina, 
the  price  margin  narrows  and  sometimes  is  in  favor  of  the  American  corn.

EXPORTS  OP  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  PROM  U .  S . 

Exports  of  principal  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States 
for  the  seven  (7;  months  ending  January  31,  1924,  amounted  to  ^1,159,000,000 
as  compared  with  SI, 105,000 ,000  lor  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    This  was  an 
increase  of  $54,000,000,  or  approximately  5  per  cent. 

There  was  a  heavy  drop  in  the  exports  of  grains  and  sugar,  ftheat 
declined  31  per  cent  in  quantity  and  37  per  cent  in  value ;  corn  84  per  cent 
in  quantity  and  81  per  cent  in  value;  other  grains  "between  45  per  cent  and 
69  per  cent;  while  the  exports  of  sugar  fell  86  per  cent  in  Quantity  and  78 
per  cent  in  value. 

This  decrease  in  the  exports  of  grains  and  sugar  was  more  than  off- 
set by  the  increase  in  the  exports  of  meats,  milk,  tobacco,  hops,  and  apples. 

The  value  of  the  United  States  exports  of  condensed  milk  for  the 
seven  (7)  months  ending  January  51.  1924,  was  70  per  cent  greater  than  the 
exports  the  previous  season;  evaporated  milk  109  per  cent  greater;  powdered 
milk  13  per  cent;  tallow  82  per  cent;  lard  30  per  cent;  fresh  pork  25  per 
cent;  tobacco  3  per  cent:  hops  360  per  cent;  while  the  exports  of  fresh 
apples  were  twice  as  large  as  last  year.     Cotton  exports  increased  8$  in 
quantity,  and  38^  in  value.

Exports  of  wheat  from  the  United  States  from  July  1,  1923,  to  March  1, 
1924,  amounted  to  113,000,000  bushels  as  compared  vdth  168,000,000  bushels  a 
year  ago,  or  a  decrease  of  55  per  cent.     Of  the  total  exports  this  season, 
48,000,000  bushels  went  out  by  way  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 
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DISTRIBUTION  07  ARGESSttSS  CORN  CROP. 


The  carryover  of  Argentine  corn  on  April  1,  1921  the  beginning  of 
the  new  crop  year  was  16,820,000  bushels  according  to  the  Argentine  Min- 
istry of  Agriculture.     The  crop  following  into  which  this  amount  was 
carried  over,  was  176,170,000  bushels  making  a  total  supply  of  182,990.000 
bushels.     The  estimated  home  requirements  per  human  consumption,  feed,  and 
seed  purposes  was  82,680,000  bushels,  leaving  a  theoretical  exportable 
surplus  of  110,310,000  bushels  for  the  following  year.     The  actual  exports 
for  the  year  which  followed  were  97.S57.000  bushels,  which  indicates  that 
the  carryover  on  May  1,  1923  was  about  12,^53,000  bushels. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  makes  no  estimate  of  the  carryover  on 
that  date  but  seems  to  assume  that  the  supply  was  pretty  well  cleaned  up. 
The  crop  harvested  early  in  1923  was  estimated  at  153 .^O. 000  bushels. 
Assuming  the  same  home  requirements  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  estimated 
an  exportable  surplus  of  70,^60,000  bushels  for  the  twelve  months  beginning 
May  1,  I923. 

Prom  May  1,  to  November  30,  1$23  the  actual  exports  were  86,953»OOC 
bushels  or  about  lU, 000, 000  bushels  more  than  the  estimated  supply  avail- 
able for  export.     The  calculated  carryover  is  not  enough  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  actual  exports  and  the  estimated  surplus.     The  conclu- 
sion is  that  the  home  requirements  are  much  less  than  that  indicated  or 
else  the  crop  actually  exceeded  the  estimate.

Exports  of  Corn. 

The  United  States  and  Argentina  are  the  principal  exporters  of  corn. 
Before  the  war,  these  tswo  countries  contributed'  about  60  per  cent  of- the  corn 
entering  into  the  world  trade,  while  Russia-  and  '.Rumania  supplied  about  25  per  z 
cent,     Earing  the  years  '1920  -  1922,  between'  75  per  cent  and  £Q  per  cent  of  the 
corn  came  from  the  United  States  and  Argentina.     Tjihile  exports  of  corn  from 
Argentina,  during  1921-243.23  have  been  a  little  less  or  very  close  to  the  prewar 
average  of  116,000,000  bushels,  exports  from  the  united  State. -3  during  this  same 
period  have  great.!;/  exceeded  the  prewar  a'veiage  of  ^-0,000,000  .bushels.  However, 
since  the  exports  of  corn  for  the  eight  months  ending  March  1,  1$2U',  amounted  to 
only  12,000,000  bushels,  it  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  exports  from  the 
United  States  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  192-I-,  will  be  less  than  one-half  the 
prewar  average  and  probably,  not  more  than  one-sixth  as  large  as  our  exports  last 
year.
